Rosenthal and Tells of Ride on Night 


of Crime. 


New York, July 20.—Three Burns 
detectives took up the hunt for the 
men who murdered Herman Rosenthal 
to prevent him giving to the district 
attorney evidente that would have put 
crooked policemen in danger of Sing 
Sing. 
Alter the three Burns men had ques­ 
tioned William Shapiro, driver of the 
car used by the killers, they went tu 
work 
believing that 
Rosenthal was 
slain by a gang that was procured by 
Bald Jack Rose, with the knowledge 
or the approval of a policeman. 
From Shapiro, who is trying to save 
himself, they secured the most aston­ 
ishing information yet obtained. Sha­ 
piro says that the assassination was a 
leisurely affair, that the killers did not 
leap desj>erately at their work at all, 
and that they lounged in front of the 
Metropole before and after they pis­ 
toled Rosenthal, with no apparent fear 
ol arrest. He re b a te d what has al­ 
ready been told of the call for the oar, 
told of picking up Rose and a couple 
of others in front of Sharkey's, and 
said: 
"When we started uptown Rose said 
nothing almoin trouble ahead. It wasn't 
until after Rosenthal was killed that I 
was told that nobody need he afraid 
about getting Into trouble. We went on 
uptown and the boys stop|>ed in sev­ 
eral places to get a drink. The trip 
took tip finally to a house in West 
Forty-fifth street, where Rose wanted 
to see somebody. 
We started hack 
pretty late, and it wasn’t until nearly 
two o’clock in the morning that we 
got in the neighborhood of Sixth ave 
nue and Forty-third street.” 
Shapiro at this point was sharply 
questioned as to whether Rose left the 
cai here or whether Bald Jack stayed 
in for the Metropole Job. His answers 
are withheld because ut their import­ 
ance in the investigation. It is known, 
though, that lie put the distr!* t at­ 
torney and the Burns men on th** 
right track and that he told them of a 
change in the m akeup of the party. 
Additional passengers, who seemed to 
lie watting by appointment, were taken 
Into the car, and at least tine man 
stepped out. Shapiro went on: 
"I was then ordered to drive down 
to the Metropole slowly. I saw sev­ 
eral policemen not far from the Met­ 
ropole Three of my passengers got out 
of the car slowly and walked over to 
the Metropole.” 
Shapiro was not left alone In the 
gray automobile. Who remained be 
hind to watch him and to see to It 
that the gray car would not dlsappeat 
before the need of its passengers can 
not lie revealed, because that would 
hamper the investigation. But It was 
evident 
that the ear was 
guarded 
coolly and systematically as part of a 
deliberately worked out plot. 
‘‘The three stopped in front of the 
Metropole,” Shapiro continued ‘‘They 
spoke to somebody who appeared to 
have tome out of the restaurant just 
about the time they got there. Pretty 
-cion the man they were talking to 
went hack into the restaurant and w as 
gone two or three minutes. Then an 
other man came out and looked arum). 
And just us he glanced from side to 
side the shooting began. I was st ared 
then and would have given anything 
to get out of the mess, but a man In 
the car with me pressed a revolver to 
ray lo ud and asked me if I wanted to 
die. 
I didn't and I sat still, with my 
hand on the wheel. 
“The men that shot Rosenthal walk­ 
ed away from him with their revolvers 
in their hands. They put the guns In 
their po kets without any rush, and 
they stood in the middle of the stree* 
halt a minute before they started back 
tow arils me. They strolled hack, walk 
ink slow Iv and they got in the car as 
eas> and quiet as you could imagine.”

Maple sirup, hot, with chopped nuts, 
makes a plain ice cream seem quite 
stylish. 
Plum pudding ice cream Is plain Ice 
cream to which a cup of dried and 
pounded plum pudding is added. 
To make caramel Ice cream add a 
cup of carmellzed sugar to unsweet­ 
ened or lightly sweetened Ice cream. 
Cocoa Cocoanut Creams—Make

same as for cocoanut cream except 
omit the nuts and substitute a cup of 
freshly grated cocoanut Instead.

Should Be Thoroughly Chilled Before 
Frying to Get Beet Results— Vari­ 
ous Nice W ays of Serving aa 
Breakfast Dish. 


There is a proper and an improper 
way to cook bacon. One unfortunately 
sees too much of the latter. 
Baked 
on a rack or a broiler, it is consider­ 
ed more wholesome than when it 
1h 
Tried, but most of the trouble with 
fried baton lies not in the fact that it 
i« fried, but rather in the way it Is 
fried. 
It is too often sent, to the table 
either half cooked and 
floating 
in 
grease, or else it In dried up ami half 
burned 
To fry baron ideally, It should, after 
It has been cut into thin slices, be 
placed on ice to become thoroughly 
chilled. 
The pan must be very hot. so 
that the bacon curls into little rolls as 
soon as the pan Is shaken. 
Fry it 
thoroughly, but not long enough to 
harden It. 
Bacon baked as follows Is free from 
grease: 
Cut It Into thin slices and 
place them on a rack such as is used 
for roasting meat or upon a gridiron 
placed over a dripping pan. 
Have the 
oven very hot and let the slice* 
re­ 
main In It until they are crisp and 
brow i. 
T he following In a unique way of 
broiling bacon: Cut Jt Into thin slices 
as usual, place cracked ice over them, 
and let them stand in this way until 
they are chilled. 
After broiling the 
slices on one side place them again 
on the Ice. 
In a moment or two put 
hack on the fire, and broil them on the 
other side until 
done 
The 
sudden 
change of tem perature Is believed to 
Improve bacon. 
There are many nice ways of serv­ 
ing bacon ss a breakfast dish. 
Tom a­ 
toes fried with bacon are a favorite 
dish In many English households. 
Cut 
the tomatoes in slices, season 
with 
salt and pepper, and. lf preferred, dip 
in egg and bread crum bs before fry­ 
ing. 
A catsup gravy la very nice when 
fried In bacon. 
Pour off the super­ 
fluous grease after frying, add a little 
catsup mixed with water and thicken 
with flour, if necessary. About a quar­ 
ter of a cupful of w ater Is added 
to 
half a cupful of catsup. 
Fried bacon with cream gravy makes 
a nice breakfast dish in spring, with 
corn bread. 
After cooking the bacon 
free it from superfluous grease. 
Add 
* little flour and milk to the drippings 
that retnaiu. cook the sauce on top of 
th e stove and pour it over the bacon. 
Another way to prepare this dish is to 
soak the bacon in cold 
milk for 20 
minutes 
before cooking, 
afterward 
dipping the slices In flour and frying 
In a very hot greased frying pan 
The 
soaking in milk gives a fine flavor to 
the bacon and the (lour, and the flour 
Insures a crisp crust. 
Shake the pan 
well while cooking, and after brown­ 
ing thoroughly on both sides remove 
th e bacon. Pour off superfluous grease 
and place the slices on rough brown 
palier to absorb any fat that may ad­ 
here to the outside. 
Stir into the fry­ 
ing pan one or two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, gradually adding the milk the 
bacon was soaked in, and season with 
salt and pepper. 
When the sauce Is 
thick pour It over the bacon and serve 
at once.
